Since Sunday, when the 50,023 
beans in the jar at Bilgére Build - 
ing, Grand boulevard and Dodier 
street, were poured out and count- 
ed,.the telephones of the Circuit 
Attorney's warrant office have been 
kept busy by persons complaining 
that they bought tickets on a draw- 
ing and not on a guessing contest. 
They complained, in effect, not 
that the lottery law had been vio- 
lated, but that they had been led 
to believe they were buying tick- 
ets in a lottery. 


Boosters in Trouble. 


The lottery law has been the 
bane of the North St. Louis Boost- 
ers’ existence during the seven 
years they have held household 
shows. Each year a few individ- 
uals were made happy when the 
lucky numbers were drawn from 
the box by the little girl in a party 
dress and each year somebody com- 
plained to the Better Business Bu- 
reau. Last year, the situation. be- 
came. complicated when a grand 
jury described the. gift distribu- 
tion” .as a lottery and suggested 
that something should.be done. 

Last August plans for the 1929 


tickets were printed and sales be- 
gan at $1 a ticket. “We intend 
to work out a new pian ot award- 
ing gifts,” said spokesmen for the 
organization. 
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or be violated. Counsel for the 


Boosters waited on Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller and promised that the 
law. would be observed, 

The “new pian” was disclosed 
with the opening of the show last 
Tuesday when a large giass jar of 
beans appeared in the window of 
the household show. Ticket hold- 
ers were invited to guess the num- 
ber of beans in the jar and guess 
by. proxy for their friends who 
could not come. First prize, it 
was stated, would go to the person, 
who guessed closest to the actual 
number,

“The necessity for moving coal 
in large quantities and at greater 
speed was the urge behind the de- 
velopment of the steam locomo- 
tive. Stevenson had locomotives 
that worked in collieries years be- 
fore his public demonstration of 
the famous Rocket.“ With the 
steamboat, which antedated the 
locomotive,’ the urge was the need 
of something better than the horse 
for handling heavy barges in ca- 
nals: pracgically successful steam- 
boats were used for the purpose 
before the public success of Ful- 
ton’s Cleremont.” 

Opening New Territory. 

Fach development in transporta - 
tion opened up territories that had 
been inaccessible and undeveloped, 
Rogers pointed out. Air trans- 
portation may be expected then to 
provide access to comparatively 
new territory. Alaska, for in- 
stance, should play a new role in 
her life and in our own. It will 
also bring into daily use many 
commodities heretofore unavail- 
able because of the time factor. 

„It is not difficult to see that 
from its very nature air transpor- 
tation is international, where the 
longer distances are the important 
factor. Even the journey across 
this continent is not a.fair test; as 
operated at present it saves but 
one day. A better test of value is 
the trip to such countries as Ar- 
gentina, which, by air in seven 
days, will save 12 days over the 
steamship route. 

“Similar results will result from 
the establishment of air lines with 
Europe, Hawaii and the Far East. 
Such lines are inevitable now that 
the “imagination and energy of 
men are fixed on them. At first 
they may not pay, but this seems 
to be the lot. in the beginning. of 
every form of transportation. 
have to be established ahead of 
their time.“ 

. What Waterways Mean. 

Former. Congressman Cleveland 
A. Newton discussed the ‘import- 
ance of the Mississippi River in 
foreign trade. The’ Mississippi 
Valley, until adequate inland wa- 
terways are developed, is land- 
locked, and cannot compete with 
tea ports in foreign trade, he said, 
The wheat fields of Kansas and 
Nebraska, on the basis of freight 
rates, were farther from the world 
market at Liverpool than any other 
wheat fields in the world, he de- 
clared. Because of cheap water 
transportation through the Pana- 
ma Canal, manufacturers on the 
board were able to un- 
dersell Middle West manufactur- 
ers on the West Coast 


Newton charged that develop- 
ment of Gulf seaports, essential to 
growth ot foreign trade of the 
Middle West, was being hindered 
by railroads and owners of ship- 
ping companies of the east coast. 
Although the Merchant Marine act 
provided that Government. ship- 
ping lines should be sold to com- 
panies with the support, financial 
and otherwise, of the territories to 
be served, Eastern companies en- 
tered the bidding when the Mis- 
sissippi Shipping Co. lines ‘out of 
New Orleans were sold and forced 
the price to twice the previous 
high level, Newton said. 


Plea for Gulf Ports. 


N. O. Pedrick, vice president and 
general manager of the Mississippi 
Shipping Co., urged Middle West 
manufacturers to foster develop- 
ment of gulf ports. “Although it 
eanhot be deniéd that certain 
classes of freight which require 
most expeditious handling shouid 
be routed through New York,” he

years before, it was s0 bleached 
and weather-beaten. 


Fortey stripping to the thigh to 
help push the plane off the mud 
bank. 

“The water was icy cold and my 
legs were fairly numb by the time 


Je got away.“ he remarked, and 


added, “Think we must have been 
well north at that time.” 

Their exact course will probably 
never be known. After another 
hour of blind flying, with no signs 
of life, they began to prepare for 
the inevitable. Soon their gasoline 
would fail, fhe only thing left to 
do was pick out the first large lake 
that came into view and land by 
the shore. The larger the lake the 
better was the guaranty against 
an early freezeup. 

Fuel Supply Nearly Gone. 

Ten gallons of gasoline were left 
in their tanks when a great sheet 
of water loomed up before them. 
Lake Mistassini, Bonard thought, 
but he was wrong. They landed. 
That was at 2:30 p. m. The flur- 
ries of snow and sleet they had 
been bucking all day were forerun- 
ners of a siege of winter that was 
to last without a break for nine 
days. They secured their craft 
against wind and wave as well as 
they could on the shore of lake. 
Fortey’s diary for that day con- 
tains little hint of the hope and 
despair. It merely recited: 
“Wednesday, Oct. 16 — Left St. 
Felicien 9:25 a. m., landed 12:30 
to look at canoe on an island on 
the lake. But no people around so 
push on again, flying more or less 
blind due to storm, Finally land- 
ed in large lake which looks like 
Lake Mistassini.” 

The nine days betweeh Oct. 16 
and Oct. 25 stand out as the low 
water mark of their fortunes. They 
were on the verge of death and 


‘| disaster. They could do nothing 


but brood and count over their 
stores of diminishing provisions, 
They had no means of keeping 
warm except by the fires of brush- 
wood they built on the beach at 
the rare intervals when snow or 
rain let up for a few hours. 


Plane Tike Refrigerator. 
They slept in the cabin of their 
machine. “It was like a refriger- 
ator,” said Fortey with a shud- 
der, recalling those nights. Fortey 


had no heart to write of their ex- 
periences during those days. What 
was the point when the chance of 
anyone’s ever reading it was 
growing less every day? But the 
laconic entries add a little to 
Fortey’s personal narrative. 

“Oct. 17, Thursday—Snow all 
day. 

“Oct. 18—More snow and stormy 
weather. Decide to push on south- 
east first fine day we get in hopes 
of meeting with a trapper or pos- 
sibly a search inachine, with what 
little gas we have left, about 10 
gallons.” 

These plans were made on the 
assumption they were on Lake 
Mistassini. Since they were actu- 
ally at the northern extremity of 
Lake Manouan, 100 miles east, a 


| southeasterly course for any length 


of time would have landed them in 
still more inaccessible country. 

“Oct. 19, Saturday—Weather 
cleared. Attempted to take off. 
Engine trouble. Checked over nine 
new B. C. plugs installed and 
found loose ground wire on booster 
magneto.” 7 

Fortey explained they kept a 
fire burning as a sort of beacon as 
often as the weather would permit 
and when snow and rain, fell they 
tried to fan at least enough flame 
to send up a smoke signal. 

Probably Metal in Lake. 

“Sunday, Oct. 20—Unfavorable 
weather. Took a walk around the 
lake, and it seems to be full’ of 
metal, copper or gold, maybe. 
Found an old claim staked out by

The two stayed in the cabin of 
their machine, where at least they 
eould remain comparatively dry. 
They checked over their provisions 
a great many times and ne 
how long they could make them 
last if the worst came to the worst. 
They started carving out wooden 
spoons to while away the time. 
They found pleasure in recounting 
their other experiences. Bonard had 
had adventures in the French air 
service and Fortey had spent six 
years in Canada as bushwhacker, 
harvest hand and air mechanic. 
Began to Get Weak. 
“Tuesday, 22d—Cloudy and over- 
cast. Ran engine for three or four 
minutes and made good fire to dry 
boots and clothes. Ate pork and 
beans and then ate beans and pork 
for a change. Corned beef, cheese 
and chocolate were the other in- 
vitable items of diet.” 
The men longed for bread and 
potatoes. 
“We found ourselves getting 
weak after a few days of that 
grub,” Fortey said. When we went 
out to chop down some trees for 
our fire we found ourselves caving 
in before we had chopped a half 
an hour.” 
“Wednesday, 23d—Rained all 
day. Bonard took a shot at some 
ducks on the water but missed.” 
An incident not related in the 
diary was the shooting of a chip- 
munk or squirrel. Fortey was 
in doubt as to its exact identity. It 
was, however, a small animal of 
the species and the rifle bullet for- 
tunately hit its head, not its body. 
The men roasted it and got bare- 
ly a mouthful of flesh. 
“Thursday, Oct. 24.—Cloudy and 
more rain; more wet feet.“ 
Friday broke overcast, but 
cleared up fast and a blue sky be- 
gan to show through the clouds. 
The.men were weary of inactivity 
and decided the day had come for 
a showdown. Taking off at 1:50 
they scanned the shore line of the 
lake. Ten, 15, 20 minutes passed 
without incident. Their gasoline 
was fast being consumed. 


Saw Canoe on Lake. 


With a bare five minutes of gas- 
oline in the tanks, they saw a canoe 
with human figures in it, paddling 
along the shore of lake. 

Fortey wrote: Friday. 25th— 
“Cloudy but clear, Left at 13:50 
hours; landed Lake St. Joseph 14:15 
hours. Engine running 30 minutes, 
Landed by Indian camp.” 

It we hadn't seen them just 
then we should have been done for, 
I fancy,” Fortey said in recounting 
the tale. j 

Some five hours of canoe travel 
Way was a Hudson's Bay post. They 
would have gasoline. Pilot Bonard 
set out in a rainstorm with an In- 
dian guide. After an arduous jour- 
ney they arrived at the store, which 
consisted of a log building and a 
shed. They foynd it closed. They 
decided to take off the next day 
and fly as far toward the Hudson’s 
Bay post as their few ounces of 
gas would take them. 

“Indians return from hunting

Monday morning broke with snow 
and a southeast wind, but it cleared 
enough for the flyers to carry out 
the experiment with the bit of gas 
left in the plane. They managed to 
get off the water, but the gas gave 
out almost immediately, so they 
had to land and tie up again. 
“I have to go to the store and 
bring 10 gallons of gas before pro- 
ceeding,” reads the diary for that 
day.

“Making the Most of Life.” 

A gathering point for educators 
from all over the country, the con- 
vention will extend through Satur- 
day, with all general sessions held 
at the Coliseum and divisional 
meetings in hotels, schools and 
churches. The public schools will 
be closed tomorrow and Friday. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, Arctic ex- 
plorer, will speak on “Abolishing 


tomorrow morning, and Leslie E. 
Lawes, Warden of Sing Sing prison, 
New York, will address the general 
session Friday evenihg on “Educa- 
tion and Crime Prevention.” Rabbi 
Wise will also appear on tomorrow 


‘| morning’s program, speaking on 


“The Teacher and the World 
View.” 

Other speakers will include 
prominent State and private uni- 
versity, high and elementary school 
officials. 

A business meeting was held this 
morning in the ballroom of Hotel 
Statler. 

Support of the efforts of the 
Caulfield administration to raise 
educational standards in rural Mis- 
souri was asked by Forest C. Don- 
nell, chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, in an address yester- 
day at Hotel Jefferson to delegates 
at a pre-convention function, spon- 
sored by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Advertising Club and 
the . Convention, Publicity. and 
Tourist Bureau. 

State financial aid is needed in 
many sections and should be given, 
the speaker said, making it plain, 
however, that careful study must 
be given the plans for raising the 
funds, suggested yesterday by the 
State Survey Commission, before 
the Chamber of Commerce can ap- 
prove it. 

“We are Informed that approxit 
mately 30 per cent of the daily at- 


nell, “is in one-room rural schools 
and that 85 per cent of the rural 
schools have less attendance than 
is necessary for them to operate 
efficiently.” 

This condition results in a loss 
of potential teaching power, the 
speaker pointed out, indorsing the 
suggestion of Gov. Caulfield to 
consolidate districts and develop 
the road system as a means of 
achieving greater economy and ef- 
ficiency. 

“A school district is limited in 
its ability to collect school taxes 
by two factors,” said Donnell, “the 
constitutional limit on taxation and 
the value of property within the 
district. Some districts can raise 
from $100 to $206 for each pupil 
per year by assessing the full limit. 
put 61 districts, with the maximum 
levy, can raise only from $7 to $20, 
and in 366 of the 566 districts the 
maximum levy would produce only 
$50 or less for each pupil. It is 
obviéus that educational opportun- 
ities vary vastly in such condi- 


Dean Walter Williams of the 
School of Journalism of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri warned that 
improvement of rural education 
must no longer be delayed. 

“Education is the debt humanity 
owes to the risitig generation,” he 
said.

BANK EMBEZZLERS| 
LIKELY THIS WEEK 


Ton or More 2 and 
Employes to Be Prosecut- 
ed for Union Industrial 


Shortage. 
By THOMAS DAWSON, 


Nov. 13.— 
Auditors were 1 digging into 
Michigan’s worst bank scandal to- 
day,, gathering evidence on which 
Prosecutor Charles D. Beagle of 
Genesee County will issue war- 
rants for embezzlement. The ar- 
rest of 10 or more involved in 
defalcations to underwrite specula- 


tions amounting to at least $4,000,- 


000 in stocks, is expected tomorrow 
or Friday. 

Investigators explained that the 
auditors began only Monday to 
examine the books. The first ob- 
jective is to fix the actual cash 
shortage which, after 12 days of 
reviewing all accounts and trans- 
actions of record in the Union In- 
dustrial Bank was found to be 33, 
592.000. 

At least three bank employes 
who will be prosecuted, were not 


active members of the embezzling 
ring, captained by executives, who 
were playing the market with more 
than $3,000,000 of the bank’s 
funds, Their small shortages mark 
them an exceedingly small embez- 
zlers. It is believed that, one after 
another, they became aware of the 
transactions of the large-scale 
speculators, and were allowed to 
take a few dollars, at infrequent 
intervals, so they would keep quiet. 


Young Teller Resigns. 

It was disclosed today that di- 
rectors of the Union Industrial 
Bank several days ago accepted the 
resignation of Robert P. Brown, 
28-year-old son of Grant J. Brown, 
Flint's former outstanding banker 
and resigned president of the house 
that weathered a collapse only after 
C. S. Mott, president of the board, 
put $3,500,000 into its vaults, 

The younger Brown, who is mar- 
ried, has been a teller in the bank 
for more than a year. His resig- 
nation followed that of his father 
and of John S. Decamp, vice pres- 
ident and one of the ‘bank's loan 
officers. 


Five other executives, who con- 
fessed embezzlements, were imme- 
diately dismissed, although they 
returned later to the bank to aid 
examiners in computing losses. The 
pride of Brown was in the new 
$22,000,000 building the bank has 
under construction. 

In the absence of Mott, H. R. 
Wilkin, executive vice president of 
the bank, issued the following 
statement today: 

“For our immediate purpose and 
insofar as it may materially affect 
the amount of the shortage, our 
investigation under the direction of 
W. H. Schneider, manager of the 
bank audit department of Ernst 
& Ernst, with the co-operation of 
the State Banking Commissioner 
and other public officials, is com- 
plete. The gross shortage remains 
as announced.

liams, cotton expert of the board, 
shortly after he learned that the 
price of December cotton futures 
at New York had Gropped to 
16.1 7c. 

“The Federal Farm Board is not 
disturb-d over the fall in the price 
of futures contracts for cotton,” 
Williams saii, “although the low 
is nearly one-half cent a pound 
below the amount, which deduct- 
ing the costs of delivery to New 
York, the Board is tending to cot- 
ton co-operatives of the South. 

“It knows that the cause of the 
drop is the demoralized condition 


of the stock exchanger and it has 
full faith in the real supply and 


operatives will pass the Govern- 
ment's loan on to all of their 
seasonal pool members, old and 
new, at country ‘markets, the 
amount.which the farmer will get 
varying with his distance from 
ocean port points.

Princess Victoria ot Prussia, sister 
ot the former Kaiser. and grand 
daughter of the British Queen, vie- 
toria, died today in St. Franeiseus 
Hospital here, at the age of 63. 

Death came while she sept. at 
7:30.a. m., and followed a brief I- 
néss which began last week short-. 
ly after her husband. Alezander 
Subkoff, Russian adventurer, .who 
was 34 years her junior, was served 
with.divorce papers in her behalf. 

When she married Subkoff in 
1927, she renounced her rights 
As Princess, and accepted estrange-. 
ment from her ‘family. Members 
here today at her death were ber 
sister. Marguerite, Princess ot 
Hesse: Marguerite's husband, Prince. 
Frederick Charles, and their two 
sons, Christof and Richard. ' 

Last Months in Poverty. 

Although her fatal iliness came 
upon her only a few days ago. the 
last months of Victoria were far 
from, happy. end were spent here 
in lonelitiess, poverty. ane: disillu- 
sionment. 

Just a month ago. ae was forced 
to-auction off heirlooms ot great

Missourians contribute twice as much in taxes to the Federal Government as they do 
to the state; Missouri is not a poor state and her total taxation in relation to 
ability to pay is lower than the country’s average; farm taxes, however, are too 
heavy and amount on an average to over 20 per cent of income. 


ISSOURI’S revenue system is a fairly 
Mosses American State system. The 
. special highway taxes produce more 
than 40 per cent of the tax revenue. The 
general property tax is a major source of 
State revenue, There are many special 
business taxes, a corporation franchise tax 
upon capital stock and surplus, a foreign 
insurance tax upon gross premiums, and a 
large number of individually unimportant 
taxes producing in the aggregate a large 
sum. Inheritance taxation has been em- 
phasised- Net income is taxed at a low 
rate. The aggregate amount of State tax 
revenue is annually about $35,000,000. 

The State’s requirements impose a small 
‘part of the total burden of taxation borne 
by the citizens of Missouri. 

The total of Federal, State and local 
taxes paid by Missourians amounts to about 
$212,000,000, or $60 per capital. This ig .20 
per cent lower than the average per capita 
burden in the United States; $21 per capita 
are Federal taxes, $10 per capita are State 
taxes, $29 per capita are loca] taxes, 


The taxpayers of Missouri contribute 
more than twice as much for the support 
of the Federal Government as they do to 
the State government. The total paid in 
1928 is estimated at $74,600,000. About 
$50,000,000 is paid in Federal income tax, 
$17,000,000 is Missouri’s share of customs. 
The Federal tobacco tax accounts for $7,- 
000,000, and minor Federal taxes for three 
more, The total paid in 1928 is estimated 
as $74,500,000, 

The total tax revenue of local govern- 
ments in Missouri is approximately $102,- 
000,000, or three times as great as the State 
tax revenue. It consists almost wholly of 
property tax; this one source produced in 
1928 about $96,000,000; 94 per cent, there- 
fore, is property tax, 1 per cent is gasoline 
tax, 1 per cent moter. vehicle licenses, and 
4 per cent various special business licenses 
and taxes. Practically all county revenue 
is property tax. The same is true of local 
school tax revenue, and road district tax 
revenue.

The ratio of taxes to 
wealth ig considerably below the average, 
and the ratio of taxes to total income is 
probably also lower. Her State and local 
taxes are lower than those of comparable 
Middle Western states. 

In common with other states, Missouri 
has a serious agricultural tax problem, 
Farm taxes relatively to income amount on 
an average to over 20 per cent. and are in 
many cases much higher. Farm owners as 
a class have low incomes. The income of 
the farm owner and his capacity to pay 
taxes has been decreasing while the tax 
burden has been greatly increased, In other 
words, the real income of the owner-farmer 
has been declining, aside from the effects 
of the State’s tax policy, while that policy 
has been one which has gradually seized 
for the State a very material part of that 
declining income. Under the present local

CLOSED WITH $2,000,000 LOSS 


Daughter Receives $500,000 on $2,- 
000,000 Claim and Wife $750,- 
000 for $1,055,000.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—The estate 
of J. Ogden Armour, once valued at 
$200,000,000, was closed yesterday 
in Probate Court with a $2,000,- 
000 loss to family creditors. It was 
the war that made the millionaire 
packer high among the multimil- 
lionaires.. Then came peace—and 
the Government canceled orders. 
World markets were flooded with 
Armour products and the packer 
lost $100,000,000 almost overnight. 
Deflation of land and security 
values, following in the wake of 
peace, melted away the remainder 
of the once huge fortune.

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 13. — The 
Nobel Foundation announced four 
awards, each worth $46,299, and 
five winners, yesterday. . 

The prize in medicine was an- 
nounced Oct. 31 so that the only 
award for 1929 still unsettled is 
that for peace, Which is in the 
hands of a Norwegian committee. 

The Nobel prizes for this year 
established a record. The increase 
is due partly to the larger yield 
of the Nobel Foundation's invest- 
ments and partly to tax remissions 
granted for the first time by the 
Swedish Government on the in- 
come of the Nobel estate. 


The awards made yesterday fol- 


low: 

Literature, 1929, Thomas Mann, 
German novelist who wrote “Bud- 
denbrooks” and “The Magic Moun- 
thin.” 

Physics, 1928, Prof. Owen W. 
Richardson of King’s College, Lon- 
don, discoverer of Richardson's law 
on the motion of electrons which 
forms the basis of the radio tube. 

Physics, 1929, the Duc de Pro- 
glie of Paris, a research worker in 
electricity and X-ray. 

Chemistry. 1929, divided between 
Dr. Arthur Harden, professor of 
bio-chemistry at London Univer- 
sity, and Prof. Hans Von Euler- 
Chelpin of Upsala University, Swe- 
den, in recognition of their re- 
searches in the fermentation of 
sugars and the enzyme action in 
the process. Von Euler-Chelpin is 
a German who has long been ass0- 
ciated with Swedish universities. 

The medicine prize for 1929 was 
divided between Dr. 
Gowland Hopkins, professor of bio- 


chemistry at the University of 
Cambridge, England. and Dr. C. 
Elikmann, of the University of 


Utrecht, Holland. 

The Duc de Broglie was educat- 
ed as a naval officer, but has long 
been known as a research worker, 
particularly in electricity and 
X-ray. He.is an officer of the 
Legion of Honor, a member of the 
Academy of Sciences, president of 
the Federation of French Physics 
Societies and, in 1919, was elected 
president of the Alliance Ameri- 
caine. He has received honorary 
degrees from the Universities of Ox- 
ford and Leeds. He is 54 years old. 

Prof. Harden, who shares the 
chemistry award, is head of the 
bio-chemica] department of Lister 
Institute. He was born in Man- 
chester, England, in 1865. He has 
ritten on alcoholic fermentation, 
the atomic theory, and textbooks 
on both Morgane and organic 
shemistry, beside various papers in 
scientific journals. 

Prof. von Euler was born in 
Augsburg. Germany, in 1873. His 
father was a General in the Im- 
perial Army. His work has been 
particularly in the chemistry of 
vitamines and enzymes. Both Ger- 
man and Swedish universities have 
honored him with degrees.

Sole Foundation for Claim. 

Testimony has shown that two 
Navy officers, Commander 8. C. 
Hooper and the Inte Admiral Wil- 
liam .Bullard, called on officiais of 
the General Electric Co., in 1919, 
aud urged them to organize a radio 
communication company. Later, 
when a meeting was called to act 
on that suggestion by forming the 
Radio Corporation, Admiral Bul-« 


ard asited President Wilson for 


permission to attend, and it was 
granted. This apparently com- 
prises the sole foundation for the 
claim that the company was 
fo ed at the “request of the 
Go ment.“ 

Commander Hooper admitted de- 
fore the committee that he and 
Admiral Bullard had acted on 
their own initiative in making the 
suggestion. He said they were ac- 
tuated by fear that British inter- 
ests might obtain a monopoly- in 
radio communication, and never 
dreamed that their suggestion 
would lead to the establishment of 
a private monopoly in the manu- 
facture of radio receiving sets and 
appliances in this country. 
Former Secretary Daniels has 
stated that when the action of the 
officers came to his attention, he 
publicly deciared his own belief 
that the Government ſtself should 
have a monopoly of radio com- 
munication, as is the case in Great 
Britain and ether European coun- 
tries. 7 

Stresses Assumed Responsibility. 

In recent advertisements ef its 
products, the Radio Corporation 
emphasized its assumed “responsi- 
bility of leadership” in the indus- 
try, and made the following state- 
ment: 

“RCA, founded at the request 
of the United States Government 
before our troops were demobilized, 
was expected to blaze the way in 
the radio field—scientifically, com- 
mercially, patriotically. As a re- 
suit ef this, there exists a radio 
audience of 40,000,000 interested 
listeners. This is but one indica- 
tion of how RCA has responded to 
the Government's call.” | 

As “evidence of how faithfully | 
it has worked to make available 
to the public the results of its ex- 
nerience,” the company referred to 
the fact that it has licensed nu- | 
merous other companies to use its 
patents, but it made no mention of 
the tremendous royalties exacted | 
from them under the licenses— 
royalties.which Senator Dill has de- 
scribed as “extortionate” and “out- 
rageous.” At one time the corpo- 
ration required licensees using its 
patents te pay royalties on the 
hardwood cabinets in which receiv- 
ing sets were placeg, and even on 
the packing boxes in which they 
were shipped. 

Oswald F. Schuette, executive 
head o7 the Radio Protective As- 
sociation, compesed of independent | 
manufacturers, has filed a com- 
plaint with the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, charging the Radio Cor- 
poration with an unfair trade prac- 
tice in advertising that it was 
“founded at the request of the 
Government.” 

Like Sincilair-Deheny Claims. 

The complaint points out that 
the commission has frequently held 
that to create the impression of 
Government sponsorship or ap- 
proval in the merchandising of a 
commodity is a form of unfair 
competition.

F you should find walking in 
| the woods, one day, a gray, 

raggedy bundle of small bones 
and hair—you could be pretty sure 
that an ow] or hawk or some such 
bird had been about. 

Fifteen or 20 hours after gour- 
mandizing on a meal of bird or 
mouse an owl regularly gets sick 
and coughs up a bundle of the in- 
digestible bones and hair or feath- 
ers of its luckless Jonah. The 
poor creature is still quite recog- 
nizable but the flesh is gone. 

Only recently scientists have dis- 
covered just what takes place in 
the owl's stomach to require the 
uncomfortable and unsightly proc- 
ESS. 5 

An owl's stomach is so located 
that the entrance from it into the 
intestine is no lower than the open- 
ing of the esophagus into the 
stomach. In other words the en- 
trance and the exit of his stomach 
are on the same level. This per- 
mits only the digested food to pass 
from the stomach into the intes- 
tine and the heavy digestible 
parts sink into the pit of his 
stomach and never pass on. “ 

The opening into the intestine, 
through which all digested food 
must pass after it leaves the owl's 
stomach, is very small and will per- 
mit only very small particles or 
liquid to enter. And for extra 
Protection for his intestine the owl's 
Stomach has only very weak pow- 
ers of churning food. * 

Experiments were made by one 
scientist with all sorts of diets on 
several tame great horn owls. 
He fed them meat alone. Then he 
tried mixing small bits of hair and 
bone with meat. Then he tied 
meat. and indigestible food done 
up m small cloth sacks, and fed 
these to the owls. From these ex- 
periments and from x-ray observa- 
tions, he discovered that the di- 
gestive fluid in the owl’s stomach 
coes all the. work and that food 
was digested away from bones and 
hair without the least churning. 
oe tiny sacks which he had fed 
‘ls owls were thrown out through 
tie mouths of the birds with hard- 
a trace of food left in them and 
gute as whole as when they were 
eaten by the owl. ;
